Approval of the city. of 
Victoria’s five year capital 
budget program June 28 will 
Mean an approximate increase 
in taxes of around $9. 

The figure is based on an 
average residential assessment 
of $6,300. 

What will the $9 increase and 
the five year plan do for the 
city? 

City officials say it will 
permit them to launch an 
orderly plan for the financing, 
construction and replacement of 
major public works programs 
over a pre-determined five year 
period. 

The, plan, attributed with 
holding the Victoria mill rate at 
the same level for the past four 
years, can only come into being 
if approved by owner-electors. 

Under the- five-year plan, 
although all major work is 
approved on one vote, the 
program is reviewed annually in 
the light of possible changes in 
need or newly developed trends. 

Even with the approval of the 
voters -the city is not auto- 
matically committed -to~ spend 
every Denny approved and 
every project listed. 

“The whole purpose of the 
annual review.” says city 
manager Dennis Young,” is to 
re-establish priorities and to 
ensure that the city fs in a 
financial position to incur the 
required debt.”

N PROPOSING A ~SECOND 
five-year capital budget program 
for Victoria, Municipal Manager 
Dennis Young can point to the ex- 
perience of the last five years. A 
plan that has produced demonstra- 
ble results is the best-sort of recom- 
mendation for a repeat program, 
and the controlled borrowing and 
advance planning in the period 1964- 
1968 inclusive have provided the city 
with a series of public works of-un- 
questionable befiefit. What is pro- 
posed now is an extension of the 
program, continuing with work on 
some of the uncompleted projects 
and entering upon new ones. 

A. rule-of-thumb. in_ municipal 
borrowing for long-term, non-recov- 
erable capital debt is that the an- 
nual repayment of interest and prin- 
cipal should not exceed 25 per cent 
of the tax levy for general purposes. 
On this basis a proposal for some 
$8.5 millioninlong-term borrowings 
has been prepared by City Hall. To 
this sum may be added nearly $3 
millions of debt authorized by the 
last capital budget program but not 
yet used for the projects intended. 

Pollution_control decisions have 
held up sewage extension projects 
planned for the last capital budget 
program. Some other work—includ- 
ing pedestrian malls and the ap- 
proaches to Johnson Street™is also 
still on the drawing board.

Three Great Risks in Premature Reduction 


r a man of his brilliant intelligence it 
is difficult for the Ameriean govern- 
ment to understand why Prime Minister 
Trudeau took so long to see the absolute 
necessity of a strong 
NATO in Europe, and 
a substantial Cana- 
dian presence there. 
His own people will 
understand their 
leader’s mind more 
easily, though not 
fully. They know him 
for an outright prag- 
matist, oy his own 
definition .a—man 
ready t.o consider ‘ 
every possible option, and above all, an 
instinctive rebel against all accepted 
theories. But as the American and 
Canadian governments both realize now, 
the mystery of this lonely person’s inner 
thought process remains and doubtless 
will remain to the end. 

Certainly I do. not pretend to 
understand him. Nor-do any of his 
colleagues, so far as I can discover. It is 
obvious’ from his public statements, 
however, that he, like some powerful 
American statesmen, can see ~no~ good 
reason why Canada and the United 
States should permanently support a 
jarge mijitary force m a Europe well 
able to defend itself short of total 
nuclear war. =

Right in Long Run 


Mr. Trudeau, I submit, is quite right 
in his long-run objective but, until recent 
days, had erred badly in his timing. And, 
at this critical juncture in world affairs, 
timing is supremely important, as he 
and his’ government have suddenly 
understood after long confusion. 

No one in Washington or Ottawa 
supposes thai! Nori America should 
keep massive troops in Europe 
indefinitely. Everyone. agrees that the 
rich European nations can afford, later 
on, to supply théir own conventional 
forces, backed by the guarantee of the 
American nuclear deterrent. But for 
three decisive reasons the United States 
cannot afford, in the immediate future, 
to pull any large part of its conventional 
forces out of Europe. Neither can 
Canada. 

First, Europe is not yet willing or 
able to defend itself against a conven- 
tional attack, even if it should be by this 
time, 


Conventional Attack 


Second, it is quite unrealistic to 
assume that there will never be some 
kind of Russian conventional attack or at 
least an experimental probe westward. 
After its successful crime in Czecho- 
slovakia, Russia may feel compelled to 
éxtend its grip still farther for reasons of 
selfiefence, as it.sees them. Ht might 
move, for example, into Berlin, or into 
Yugoslavia and thus risk a confrontation 
with NATO on the existing strategic line 
of power. 

But it would be unlikely to take that 
risk, the American government believes, 
so long as it faced a certain conventional 
response from NATO. On the other batd, 
if NATO were, weakened, or even 
appeared to be ‘weakening, then Russia 
might make a fatal miscalculation, as it 
did in the Cubati missife crisis, It could 
assume that the United States would not 
dare to-use nuclear retaliation, at the 
cost of the world’s ruin, merely to pre- 
vent sonie change in the boundaries and 
power balarice of Europe. 


Final U.S. Guarantee 


A strong NATO is therefore not only 
the essential instrument needed to deter 
& conventional attack, to cope with it if 
it occurs, and hopefully, to buy time and 
forestall an escalation into nuclear war. 
With Américan troops physically com- 
mitted to it, on the soil of Europe, NATO 
is the fimal guarantee that the United 
States wil . defend its allies by any 
means, including the ultimate weapon. 
Provided that the Russian government 
understands that fact clearly in advance, 
and perhaps not otherwise, it will not 
miscalculate, unless it:is altogether mad. 

Besides, the need of strength in NATO 
has become more important right now 
than ever when the » United. States is 
earnestly seeking a basic detente with 


Russia and, as in-all great negotiations, 


must be able to bargain from strength. 

The third reason forbidding an erosion 
of NATO és even more important, though 
seldom mentioned in polite international 
conversation. As the United States 
government has long believed, and as the 
Canadian govermment has belatedly 
realized, the results of an early 
withdrawal of North American troops 
from Europe could be catastrophic in 
West Germany, the fulcrum of the 
world’s power struggie. 

Feeling themselves abandoned by 
their greatest ally and protector, the 
Germans might .elect a right-wing, 
military-minded government and build 
their own nuclear force; as they can 
easily do with their wealth and technical 
know-how. Or, alternatively, their des- 
peration might drive them into the arms 
of Russia, thus transforming the power 
struggle and giving Communism its long- 


-sought victory. Either way, Germany 


would re-emerge as a terrible damger to 
the world—a familiar, twice-répeated 
nightmare in this century. 

Arryone who supposes that these are 


imaginary dangers has not talked to the 
moderate statesmen , now governing 
Germany. At their recent meeting in 
Washington the NATO governments 
heard enough from Germany to convince 
them that the potential dangers are 
authentic and would become immediate 


‘dangers if the United States reduced its 


overseas forces too massively or too 
soon. 
Such are the ugly facts of life today, 
as nearly as the United States can assess 
them, but-‘no sure assessment will be 
possible before the «pending _American- 
Russian arms negotiations: begin to 
succeed or fail. 

In any case, the argument against a 
major North American retreat from 
Europe at the present time is un- 
answerable. That ts why the Canadian 
government has postponed any decision 
on the withdrawal of its own troops. But 
as a final dispatch will try to explain, the 
ambiguous Canadian policy, or non- 
policy, has done serious mischief 
already.

can armed services might possibly elect 
to become fighting units instead of 
unshapely bureaucracies. 

Rep. Mikva's plan ts quite simple but, 
in order to understand” why he is 
proposing it, ,it is first necessary to 
eonsider history. 

First, in 1944, when there were 12 
million Americans under arms, the 
Pentagon had -30 per cent fewer 
employees than ft does now — for only 
3.5 million men. 

Second, we are the only nation in the 
world which would consider building — 
and, in fact, has built a mini- 
Pentagon, known in military vernacular 
as Pentagon Hast, at a cost of $50 
million, in order to house the generals 
and’ their staffs who are directing a 
guerrilla war in Vietnam. 

These facts in turn illustrate the 
problem of what the military calls the 
“division slice.” 

The division slice is the number of 
men jm the front lines as compared to 
the number who back them up. We 
presently put fewer forces in the front 
lines in proportion to support troops than 
any other nation. In the Army, for 
example, iit is about one to three. 


Non-Combatants 


The one is a soldier in a front-line 
division, many of whom, for that matter, 
are never called upon to fight. The three, 
who will never hear a shot fired in 
anger, are clerks, secretaries, PX 
salesmen, soldiers who pull targets for 
the National Rifle Assn., and soldiers 
Who rake the generals’ yards. 

The circle is closed with the 
equivalent of the Pentagon-and-a-half 
that has. been built or purchased in this 
city in order to house the, overflow of 
soldiers who are doing office work. 

Mikva is proposing an open-ended plan 
which will enable the military to 
uhstrangle ttself éf. it wishes. He would 
cut military manpower by 10 per cent 
and leave it to the: Defence Department 
to figure out where. He points out that 
we have a lot of men in,a lot of places. 

‘or example, there are still 40,000 
m in Japan and 40,000 more in 
Okinawa. Tiere are 92,000 in Western 
Europe, exclusive of Germany where 
there are 228,000. There are 23,000 in the 
Canal Zone, Puerto Rico and Guanta- 
namo, In short, about half the total U.S. 
military is based or seaborne outside the 
United States, 1.756 million, all told ~ 
less than half of them in Vietnam. 

The cost of this uniformed man 
power, according to Mikva, is well over 
half the $81- billion Pentagon budget. If 
Congress adopted Mikva's proposal of a 
10 per cent cut, Mr. Nixon could lower 
his budget by more than $4.5 billion. 


Rising Ceilings 


It is, of course, unlikely. Early in the 
19503 Congress set a statutory ceiling on 
the armed services, and each two or four 
years since Congress_has suspended the 
ceiling as automatically as it raises the 
permissible budget deficit. At first, 
Congress’ gave reasons, though very 
general ones. Thus, in 1954, the House 
Armed Services Committee declared that 
it was “obvious” that we needed an 
armed force of two million men. 

In 1957 the reason for suspending the 
ceiling was again called ‘“‘obvious,”” and 
in 1959 it was ‘‘vital to the continuation 
of the American way of life.’’ Since then 
no. reason at all has been offered. The 
armed services have continued to grow. 

The Pentagon houses a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. C. Northcote Parkinson, who 
first expounded the thesis that’ ‘‘work 
expands in propértion to the number of 
men available to perform it,” pointed to 
the example of the British in India, and 
United States military planners should 
note-#t as well. In New Dethi, the-giant 
administrative headquarters butiding for 
the viceroy was finished just as the

He got off to a promising 
start at the Cincinnati Post, 
putting out the weekly youth 
page. 


Like Mad Troll 


Last week, Rubin was back 
on the front steps of Walnut 
Hills with a hoary reddish- 
brown beard and jester’s mop 
of hair and the gleam of a 
mad troll, a very unwelcome 
alumnus surrounded by kids 
and plainclothes cops. 

“At Walnut. Hills, I was so 
bottled up, just working for 
grades, competing with other 
kids, being nice to teachers I 


didn't—like,"" he told the 
—present—. generation at his 
~ 


alma mater. **~ 
—“When it was over, I was 
perverted. ‘As I see it, the last 
few years have been cleans- 
ing, getting back to simplicity, 
asking why, the way I was as 
‘a baby.” « 

As he walked through the 
swirl of kids, short and 
muscular in his red-and-yellow 
polo shirt, Rubin looked like a 
debauched apache dancer. In 
respose, his freckled face 
seems brooding and, when he 
smiles, satanic. 

In the last few years, Jerry 
Rubin has~become a leading 
actor-director-producer in the 
freak rebellion, a_ theatrical 
which confounds and outrages 
Adult America. 


“Academy Award’

When Jerry grew up in the 
Avondale section of Cincin- 
nati, it was the aspirations of 
Jewish mothers that had sixth 
graders sweating to get into 
Walnut Hills. 

Now, thanks .to urban re- 
.newal and other factors, the 


“school. is surrounded by black 


families, few of whom send 
sons and daughters to Walnut 
Hills: ‘ 

“You've got to see it for 
what “is is,’’ said Rubin, 
clutching shaggy head with 
both hands. “It’s an elite 
school! It’s where the rich 
teach the rich to replace 
themselves!” 


Familiar Litany 


Rubin's voice rose and fell 
with anguish as though he 
derived fresh indignation from 
reciting the familiar litany of 
grievances—poverty amid 
plenty, ‘the kiling in Asia, 
schools-that are prisons, cor- 
porations-that. steal, racial 
exploitation, hate, war, na- 
palm. 

His style is anti-rational, 
skipping chaotically back and 
forth over the revolutionary 
doctrine, puncuating with fre- 
quent one-line gags. “You 
ought to call all your teachers 
by their first name. They call 
you. by your first name. What 
is-this-Mr.-Stuff?”’ 


With the high school audi- 
ence, he used a minimum of 
obscenities, though he empha- 
sized the profane nature of 
society. He didn’t push dope 
eithér, though he believes it is 
“the glue’’ which holds to 
gether youth’s cultural revolu- 
tion. 

(“What they say about 
marijuana, they used to say 
about masturbation,’’ he told 
a University of Cincinnati 
audience. “It wasn’t true 
about masturabtion, we all 
know that, and it isn't true 
about marijuana either.’’) 


Left Them Agitated 


When he finished, the “high 
school kids were not prepared 
to. march on the board of 
education with bombs’ and 
clubs but, in a deeper sense, 
he left them agitated.

In hindsight, -Rubin also 
credits the Cincinnati Post and 
Times-Star, a very conven- 
tional afternoon newspaper, 
with radicalizing him. 

Working there, he_ listened 
to the. disillusionment of older 
men and concluded that writ- 
ing cute stories to please 
editors was not really saying 
much. Out of this, he derived 
a__ sense that... growing up 
means giving in to. conven- 
tional cynicisms. - 


He-—also discovered what 
every reporter Jearns—that 
the reality of people’ and 


events in newspaper stories is 
man-made, shaped . by the 
writers and editors. 

As editor of the youth page, 
if Jerry Rubin made an issue 
of the uniforms kids wear at 
Catholic high schools, it was 
an issue, no matter what the 
priests or nuns said. 

Thanks to this training, 
Rubin has an acute sense of 
what ‘outrageous remark yyill 
attract a newspaper and what

Two pairs of 
yellow or orange colored U- 
shaped reproductive organs 
are conspicuous objects within 
the otherwise colorless body. 

While Agrelia is relatively 


simple in its anatomical 
organization its life story is 
not.

The challenge was thoughtfully outlined recently by John W. Gardner, 
former U.S. Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare who now heads the 
privately financed Urban Coalition which seeks to rehabilitate the cities and 


assist Negro. development. 


This is the first article in a series based on. three 


lectures he delivered at Harvard University in the Godkin Lectures, honor- 
ing a progressive. nineteenth century editor who was the founder of the mag-

These are dark days for the nation, days of 
controversy, days of violence and hostility, days of 
blind groping. 

Our. prosperity and technological advances con- 
tinue undiminished. <= 3 

But every knowing person sees—first of all in 
himself—the anguish of the American people; the 
shattering of confidence, the anger, the bewilder- 
ment. 

But it may be that-we were in ereater peril when we 
were less worried. We may even be on the mend, 

We were in greater peril in the complacent years, when 
all of the presént evils were in existence, or brewing, but 
layered over by our national smugness. 

We must call for the best or live with the worst .. Fy 
There is no easy solution. There is an almost overpowering 
temptation to believe that somewhere along the line we made 
one big mistake, forgot one big truth, overlooked the one key 
to. salvation. 

We want a simple answer. Seeking such simplicity, 
ardent but undisciplined minds seize on every new and 
fashionable nostrum that floats by. But the pat formula will

One might blame our apathy, or our. unwillingness to 
spend, or our-fondness. for: outdated solutions, or our 
resistance to change. I have had my turn.at blaming all thase 
things. But something else. is wrong, something central, 
something crucial. 

As we examine the efforts—the intensive and multi- 
tudinous efforts—of our society to cope with those problems, I 
think we ‘are driven to a significant conclusion: There are 
some things that are gravely wrong with our society asa 
problem-solving mechanism. 

We can less and less afford to limit ourselves to routine 
repair of breakdowns in our institutions. Unless we are 
willing to see a final confrontation between institutions that, 
refuse to change and critics bent on destruction, we.had™ 
better get on with the business of redesigning our society . . 4 

We must dispose of the notion that social change is a 
process that alters a tranquil status quo. Today there is no 
tranquility to. alter. 

Given the swift transformations in our world, ‘even 
institutions that are fairly young (as. history goes) find 
themselves woefully. out of date. The rush of change brings a 
kind of instant antiquity. 


This is not to say that we must be infatuated with 
everything new and reject everything old. In all evolutionary 
growth there is a-.complex interweaving of continuity, and 
change. Oné of the purposes of social change is to find new 
solutions that will preserve old values. : 

There is-no danger that we will fail to respond to the 
sweep of change. It forces our hand. The danger is that-we 
will respond sluggishly. The danger is the creeping disaster ~ 
that overtakes a society which little by little’ loses a 
commanding grip on its problems and _its future. 

How curious, then) that in all of history, with all the 
immensely varied principles on ‘which Societies have been 
designed and operated, no people has seriously attempted to 
take into aceount.the aging of institutions and to provide for 
their continuous renewal. Why shouldn't we be the first to do 
So? Fa 

We are all familiar with the young radicals who reject 
the world as it is, but can’t specify the kind of world they 
want. “i 


But I find that most of my middle-of the road and 
conservative iene equally unprepared to specify the 
kind of society we shquld be striving to achieve. 

What would be the attributes of such a society? First of 
all, it would be characterized by pluralism—by variety, 
alternatives, choices and multiple foci of power and initiative. 
We have just such pluralism in this society, " 

But, it would be folly to ignore that the ‘logic.of modern, 
large scale organization, government or corporate, tends to 
Squeeze out pluralism, and to move us toward one 
comprehensively articulated system of power.

As’ I contemplate ‘the ‘present trend, I find myself 
treasuring every remaining bit of pluralism, everything that 
stands between us and the one all-embracing, Systent. 

So when I hear some people recommending the abolition 


‘of private enterprise, I am inclined to question whether they 


have weighed the consequences. 

Today's young people — unlike those of 30 years ago — 
are highly critical of the federal government, indeed of all 
government. It may not have occurred to them that 
socialism or any other alternative to private enterprise would 
certainly mean the shouldering by government of huge new 
burdens. 

General Motors would not disappear. It would simply be 
lumped with Ford, Chrysler, Boeing,‘Pan American and so on 
in an unimaginably vast Ministry of Transportation. And 
bureaucracy would conquer’ all. ~~ 

To bring full justige and equality to black people is the 
historic assignment of this generation, We cannot evade that 
assicnment and preserve the kind of nation we care about. 

Everything we believe in — the phrases in otir founding 
documents, the words on the monuments —.say that every 
individual is of-value. _ : ; 

Our _past_record of dealing with black Americans says 
something very different. A reckoning was bound to-come 
and it has come in this generation.

It will not be resolved by violence of hatred or bitterness 
or police suppression. It will be resolved only by patient, 
determined efforts on the part of the great, politically 
moderate majority of whites and blacks .. . 

It is not --just the national government or the 
Establishment (whatever that is) that can profit by 
criticism. Every institution.and organization in the society 
can benefit. > 

In the absence of healthy criticism, ev2ry organization 
tends to‘end up being managed for the benefit:of the people 
who.run-it. 

We-can make great progress in improving the functioning-- 
of our society and still not have anything that. will live or last 
unless we concern ourselves with the values that underlie the 
enterprise. . 

If a society believes in nothing, if it does not generate In 
its members a sense of-moral purpose, there is-no possibility 
that it can develop the" high level of ‘motivation essential to 
renewal. 

We will-not accomplish the exceedingly difficult tasks of 
redesign that lie ahead with a combination of commitment 
and cool intellect. InteHect alone won't generate the courage 
and determination necessary té"cut through the obstacles. 

But the contemporary fashion of ardor without intellect {s 
even more inadequate. The tasks of social change are tasks 
for the tough-winded and competent. Those who come to 
the task with the currently fashionable mixture of passion 
and incompetence-only add to the confusion,

WASHINGTON (WP) — Nixon 
adminsitration officials, fighting 
the battle of inflation, have been 
worrying for the past few weeks 
over a niystifying April ‘‘bulge”’ 
in the money supply — a trend 
that seems to run counter to 
announced Federal Reserve 
Board policy. | 

An _ unofficial . but.__reliable 
calculation is that the money 
supply (currency plus. checking 
accounts) will show an annual 
rate of change of more than 10 
per cent for April, compared 
with March. 

Officials label this jump-up-an. 
“aberration” and say there are 
signs that things are coming 
back to normal. 

Officials stress, moreover,| 
that weekly or monthly changes 
in the big monetary aggregates, | 
like bank credit or the money | 
supply are not necessarily sig- 
nificant. But lately there has} 
been more attention paid to| 
money supply — especially the | 
desirability of avoiding big} 
swings. | 

For example, in a speech on 
Tuesday, economic council 
member Herbert Stein -sug- 
gested that ‘‘with the change in 
monetary conditions in late 
1968, a further slowing down of 
the growth of demand can be 
expected.”’

VANCOUVER (CP)—Canada’s development will - be 
undermined unless inflation is attacked and _ controlled, 
Stanley E, Nixon of Montreal, president of the Investment 
Dealers Association of Canada, said Wednesday. 

He said in an-interview the bulk of capital raised for 
development of industry as well as for social projects is in 
fixed income securities like bonds and mortgages, 

The erosion of purchasing power of money which has 
caused -interest rates to rise has steadily diminished the 
return on these securities. 

“Tf the instrument becomes unpopular, you undermine 
the whole process of capital development,’ he said.

Call it 
“Survival of the Fittest,” 
or if you prefer the 
Orwellian to the Hitler- 
jan version, “‘Big Brother 
“Is: Watching You”. 
I'm sure that United Church 


moderator Dr. Robert McLure ~ 


speaks from honest conviction 
_ when he urges 
| the compul- 
sory steriliza- 
tion of those 
judged unfit 
to conceive 
or rear chil- 
= dren. - Also, 
there's 
“-peason to 
doubt that 
Dr; Kenneth 
Vickery isn’t 
sure of his rightness when he 
would reduce hospital over- 
crowding by having the state 
deny medical aid to Britons 
over 80 years old. 

On the surface, both view- 
points make _ considerable 
sense. The one would reduce 
the welfare drain, while the 
other would go a long way 
toward freeing hospitals, doc- 
tors and nurses of their 
overload. 3 

I don’t think, however, that 
we can afford to let the 
seeming logic of these pro- 
posals dazzle us. Dr, McLure 
would give unto the state the 
highly ‘dangerous right of 
eugenic selection. And what 
Dr. Vickery advocates-is a 
refined and legalized form of 
murder. : 

* 


Each doctrine raises this 
question, among others: just 
how “much--control -can—we 
safely allow the state over the 
lives of those it governs? 


We have gone pretty farin_ 


that direction already. There 
isn’t much we can do today. 
without coming‘ up against a 
regulation great ‘or small 
imposed by government at its 
various levels. 

But at least, we have been 
free of state attempts to 
improve the breed by-deeree- 
ing who. shall conceive. and 
who shall not, 

As an individual, I hold no 
brief for parents who neglect 
their children, or who run up 
far larger familes than they 
can support. We've been 
warned, too, of the perils of 
over-population to the point 
where. living-space and food 
«supply will be insufficient. 

Surely, though, the answer 
in each instance lies else- 
where than in the compulsion 
that Dr. McLure favors. 

Education, improved living 
conditions for those who bit- 
terly need them these 
methods, while unspectacular, 
are the ones that will eventu- 
ally turn up solutions. “So are 
resource study and improve- 
ment. : 

Increasingly; perhaps, _an- 
other-_ method _ of~-matching 
population to resources may 
be the voluntary~sterilization 
that’ Dr. McLure urges on 
over-fecund but nice people. 

But compulsory sterilization 
for“those* on whom society 
frowns’ or can provide no 
useful place is-an invasion of 
human rights, and: we'd be 
wise to regard it as such.

New Evidence That Water 


Lies Beneath Moon Surface 


By VICTOR OOHN 


WASHINGTON (WP)— 
There is 
dence””™ that twelve great 
cratered areas on the moon 
—the largest of them 600 miles 
across—mey-once have been 
seas filled with water, a space 
seientist has reported here. 


“Paul M. Muller of California 
Institute of - Technology's 
noted Jet Propulsion Labora- 
tory added, that if-this is so 
there may vepy. well be 
“mineable, obtainable” water 
close . beneath the moon's 
surfate, trapped as ice be- 
tween lunar particles. ° 

If that also is true, he went 
on,’ “if water is. present, it 
would be the most important 
natural resource’ we could 
find. It would mean we could 
build a_ self-sufficient base 
perhaps 10 times as easily as 
otherwise. We could make 
rocket fuel for further-out 
voyages. We would not have 
to: haul water there,’’ 

Muller also said that 
“whether or not we find water 
may decide’ from a dollar 
standpoint if man can afford a 
moon base, 

JPL is the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion facility (operated by 
Caltech under contract) that 
has flown all the unmanned 
surveyor and orbiter craft 
that scouted and photographed 
the moon. :

A JPL group under Dr. 
James Bell, Muller disclosed, 
is about to make an- intense 
study of the lunar water 
question — and whether or not 
a future moon-landing mission 
should seek water. 


CONTROVERSIAL : 
Muller’s lunar hypothesis, 
Stated before the American 
Physical Society, is controver- 
sial. Many, authorities think 
that Java from volcanoes and 
not water carved the moon's 
sea and river-like features. 


But the theory that ocean 
waves and rivers did much of 
the job has been rekindled by 
a striking discovery, as Mul- 
ler reported, 

This was a finding by 
Muller and fellow mathemati- 
cian Paul Sjogren, from their 
analysis of unexpected 
wobbles in the flight paths of 
spacecraft -that circled the 
moon. These wobbles told 
them there are mysterious 
mass concentrations—“mas- 
cons’’ for short beneath the 
surface, 

Last August the JPL men 
reported detecting six such 
mascons—great, heavy 


masses of materia], probably 
including nickel.iron alloys 
from meteorites. ‘This month 
JPL scientists report detect- 
ing six more. 


-All 12, Muller said, are 
beneath so-called ringed

LONDON—For the ordinary 
half-yearly gardener, the year 
is nine months long. 


Tt’ starts in “March, with 
crocuses, whose function is 
simply to catch the gardener’s 
attention before the weeds"are 
already in charge.

bulbs have actually come 
up—some. in flower, others 


lying on the earth where the 
squirrel has left them. In May 
we buy bedding plants, many 
of which die and in June we 
sit back and look at the roses. 
By August, a month designed 
by God for coinciding with the 
school holidays and offering 
nothing .much but seed pods 
and greenfly, we have written 
off this year and a dream of 
our plans for next—next 
August, that is, it being as 
hard to think of a season you 
aren't in as to remember one 


tune while whistling another. 
In October we may have a fit 
of passionate destruction, but 
by Novémber nothing in the 
world would get us out at 
all—except, of course, 
arrival of all those blasted 
~plants we idiotically ordered 
in August. 

Not so the experts. They 
have their own year alto- 
gether. They have, .for 
example, this ritual April 
keening about the state of the 
lawn. In real life people either 
pay no attention to the lawn 
at all until you actually can’t 
see whether you've ‘left the 
tea things out or not. or they 
tea things’out or not; or they 
up dandelions,. purging the 
moss, abolishing couch grass. 
The main difference between 
the two is that-the neglected 
lawn is always green with 

‘plantains, while the cared-for 
one is generally yellow with 
weedkiller.

And they make. inexorable 
use of the decent obscurity of 
a learned language. Roy Hay 
saying ‘People wishing to 
plant a variegated shrub tend 
to think of Elaeginus pungens 
maculata’ (they do?) is al- 
most enough to make one join 
Frances Perry’s crusade for 
avoiding the ugly Latin de- 
scriptions (like aster and 
veronica) and sticking only to- 
our lovely native names (like

Doctors agree that hand in 
hand with a program of 
dieting there must also be a 
program of increased ex- 
_ercise, if real success is to be 
attained. 

The push-button era in 
which we live is a breeding 
ground for overweight women. 

Where She once washed and 
dried her dishes, put | her. wash 
through a band wringer or 
even scrubbed it on a wash 
board and hung it out to dry, 
Mrs. Homemaker now merely 
pushes buttons to have. these 
jobs_done. She is deprived of 
much of the exercise her 
mother and grandmother had. 

Dr. Herbert Pollack, pro- 
fessor of: medicine at George 


Washington University, has 
estimated that this semi- 
automation in and around the 
house denies the . average 
homemaker the chance to use 


“up about 1,000 calories a day 


— calories that could turn into 
fat at the rate of 1 pound 
every 3% days! 

Every. action and movement 
of our bodies uses up some of 
the calories we acquire in-our 
eating. If we eat more 
calories than the activity of 
bodies can use up, those extra 
ealories turn to fat. If we éat 
less calories than the activity 
of our body needs, then it uses 
some of our. excess fat and we 
lose weight. 

One-half ‘hour of skiing 
requires as many calories of 
energy to perform. as_are 
supplied by a piece of apple 
pie. The problem, obviously, 
is that it takes only a minute 
to-eat the pie, while the full 30 
minutes of hard skiing are 
required to use it up. 


For this reason, exercise 


alone cannot be counted on to 
do the whole job of trimming 
down weight. But increased 
activity along with a decrease 
in food intake makes a 
winning program of weight- 
losing. 

Even without engaging in 
some special vigorous sport 
each day, a woman can 
increase physical activity 
around the house. 

Instead of sitting to- watch 
TV she can spend an hour 
outside watching the children 
at their play and it will burn 
an extra 80 calories. (If she 
plays hard: with them, the 
number of calories used will 
go up.) 

By walking a mile to do an 
errand, she can utilize another 
80_calories. 

(Walking is one of the best 
forms of exercise she can 
take.) 

Washing and drying dishes 
forthe day's three meals burn 
up another 120 calories. Bend- 
ing, stooping, and chasing the

Widow Tries to Vindicate the Villainous Pancho Villa 


By TERRANCE W. McGARRY 


HIDALGO DEL PARRAL, 
Mexico (UPI) — Through the 
grey hair. and the wrinkles, 
you can still see the image of 
the 17-year-old girl who strode 
into the northern Mexican 
sunshine that day in 1910, 
heart beating wildly, to plead 
for the lives of—her_ parents 
with Pancho Villa. 

And wound up marrying 
him: 

To .this day, there are few 
official monuments in Mexico 
to the bandit-guerrilla’ who 
blazed a trail of death and 
legend across the sun-seared 
of. northern Mexico 
during the revolutionary days. 


‘Some old enemies stil] live 


and ‘controversy still 
rounds his name. 

But the outstanding monv 
ment is his widow, Senora Luz 
‘ Villa, a lively lady of 75, who 
has dedicated her life to 
vindicating the bloodstained 
memory of “Dear Pancho."” 

She remembers the day they 
‘met. A screenwriter might 
hesitate. to use the real 
version. It was too much like 
@ movie, * : 

“My parents had a general 
store in the little town of San 
Andres,"’ she recalled in an 
interview. “‘On Nov. 21, 1910,

“He asked my mother for a 
joan of the money im -the till. 
We were very frightened, 
because we had only a little 
money and said we needed 
that “to pay our debts in 
Chihuahua city. 

“*T will report this to the 
man outside,” said the cap- 
tain."” 

(Many storekeepers and 
ranchers were summarily 
shot by Villa for refusing such 
“loans,” although the loyal 
widow Villa would not refer to 
the killings.) 

“I went with him. My 
mother thought we would ‘be 
robbed of all we had. The 
captain took me to Pancho, 
and I told him how little 
money we had, and how we 
needed it. He said, ‘Okay, 
then just give me your. food 
stock to feed my boys. 
They're wore out.° 


WEDDING DAY 


“That was how we met. Six 
months tater; in May, 1911, we 
were married in our village 
church, A funny thing hap- 
pened first. I went into 
Camargo. City to -buy “a 
wedding dress, but the one I 
wanted at the store was 
already sold, the sales. girl 
said. 

“Then she took down our 
names to embroider on the 
wedding, sash, as was the 
custom in those days. When 
the store manager heard I 
was marrying Pancho Villa he 
came rushing over, wringing 
his hands and apologizing. I 
got the dress afer ail. 

‘We returned to San Andres 
aboard a train loaded with 
Pancho’s men; and many 
friends, with a band playing

on a flatear. There were some 
Amerians along, including a 
Mr. McClain, an old friend of 
Pancho’s. 

“Pancho said, ‘Let’s go take 
@ look at the church.’ While 
we were there, good Father 
Munoz, anxious to do his duty, 
approached Pancho; and 
asked him whether he wanted 
to confess his sins before the 
wedding. 

“Pancho replied: ‘Look,. to 
hear my confession, Padre, 
you would need at least eight 
days, and I’ve only got two 
days for this wedding Besides, 
it would take a bigger heart 
than mine to tell you all the 
things the good Lord has 
given me licence to do. But if 
you want to, Padre, just add 
up all the sins in a pile, 
absolve me of the words, and 
we're quits.’ (Pongale a 
monton que iguale, 
absuelvamey y arreglados.) 


SACRILEGIOUS 


“Pancho's words struck me 
as sacrilegious, and the good 
padre hurried away, holding 
his ears.”’ 

“The next morning, with the 
church filled with Pancho’s 
men and many cowboys from 
the surrounding ranches, 
bound my life to his, and even 
after all these years that 
morning seems like yester- 
day.” 

She still lives in Hidalgo Del 
Parral, the town where Villa 
was cut down by ambushers, 
armed with 30-30 carbines, as 
he rode down the main street 
one hot July afternoon in 1923 
in a Dodge touring car. 

She keeps a museum there 
of Villa relics, including the 
bullet-riddled auto. Since then 
she has been a benefactor to 
the “Dorados,” the men who 
followed her husband on his 
breakneck cavalry campaigns. 
She provides scholarship 
funds for their children and 


— 


pair 


grandchildren to go to college, 
seuding some to study. in 
Denver and in San Antonio, 
Tex. 

Four decades of work -by 
the widow andthe survivors 
of Villa’s band paid off two 
years ago when the Mexican 
Congress — after long and 
bitter debate — declared Villa 
an official hero of the Mexican 
revolution 190. 

Although his battles played 
a large part in winning the 
revolution, he was denied such 
recognition earlier. His oppo- 
nents charged he was more a 
bloodthirsty — bandit than a 
soldier (he massacred - prison- 
ers in groups of up to 80), 
brought American troops 10 
Mexico by his grudge attack 
against Columbus, N.M:, and 
went on fighting against the 
government the revolution es- 
tablished. One of the chief 
speakers against the bill was 
an old Congressman who, as a 
young cavalry officer, led a 
government campaign against 
Villa,

HOME GARDEN 


Cool Weather Plants 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

If the first of May comes in with cool 
winds. it means that only the cool weather 
plants can safely be put out 
into the garden. s. 

This refers mainly to @ 
bedding, or annual flower 
and vegetable plants grown 
under cover from seeds this 
spring. 

After a gradual harden- § 
ing—to—outdoor_ conditions, 
which includes getting 
accustomed to spring 
winds, the hardier annuals ~ 
will go ahead, 

Included in this group of vegetable plants 
are summer cauliflower and cabbage, and 
lettuce. 

A ‘timely tip for gardeners new to growing 
their own vegetables—cabbage and lettuce 
plants grow usually to a size: where-one will 
be sufficient for a-meéal for six people. So @ 
dozen cabbage may last for a month, while a 
dozen lettuce may be gone in ten days when 
used for both salads and sandwiches. 

This points towards a tiny pinch of seed 
being sown outdoors now and at frequent 
intervals (in the case of lettuce) so that a

The hardier flowering annuals to put into 
the garden now after acclimatizing are 
snapdragons, sweet peas, stocks, salpigiossis, 
scabiosa, all kinds of dianthuses (pinks) and 
nicotines. 

While early May is frequently far too cool 
and windy to put out warm weather plants, . 
some of these can “be easily started indoors 
now. They will then be ready for putting out 
at the end of May or in early June. 

Cucumbers, both pickling and table, 
squashes and marrows, and the flowers the 
big. African marigolds—all these germinate 
quickly. at a, temperature of 70 degrees 
indoors. With the strong spring light they 
make rapid. growth, being ready for 
hardening outdoors as soon as warmer 
weather arrives. 

Another sowing of your favorite squash 
outdoors at the end of May will give a longer 
season of production, expecially of young 
fruits late in fall when the first crop is busy 
maturing on the vines for storage. 

In some years, these two sowings become 
equalized in growth later in the season, 
resulting in merely more fruits. But if you 
have certain favorite kinds, it pays to have 
an abundance,

Of course, the heart can be 
overtaxed and strained beyond 
its endurance. It does its best to 
cope with extra exertion and 
works so hard that fimally it 
may become tired° and fail to 
beat altogether. However, these 
are extreme conditions that do 
not apply to normal daily. work 
or to the exercise we need to 
keep our bodies in proper 
condition. Healthy people who 
leaf around with the excuse that 
they do not want to overwork 
their hearts are kidding them- 
selves. The heart is built to 
speed up to supply extra oxygen 
to the mucles during periods of 
exercise. It seems‘ to enjoy a 
spell of fast pumping. In any 


take a few daily spells of brisk 
exercise, the heart forgets how 
to pump faster and gets sadly 
out of conditon. 

During a brisk run, the heart} 
can double its normal work — 
but after every pulsing beat it 
always takes a brief pause.

Gerrymander

SAIGON—The South Viet- 
namese government is re- 
drawing the courtry’s ad- 
ministrative map with an eye 
on the Paris peace confer: 
ence. 

Some U.S. advisers call the 
¢hanges gerrymandering, 
others a long needed reform, 
The project’s official name is 
“village incorporation” and 
“Hamlet consolidation,” and 
it is happening all over South 
Vietnam. . 

The country-wide alteration 
of village arid hamlet boun- 
daries is meant to- streamline 
administration, reflect popula- 
tion shifts and by a stroke of 
the pen remove from the map 
hamlets that are now offi- 
cially called “Viet Cong con- 
trolled.” 

While the scheme has its 
roots in a genuine need to 
reassess the way local gov- 
ernment works, the lack of 
publicity suggests to some 
cbservers that it is in part a 
political ploy. Said one senior 
U.S. adviser, “it’s not all 
political—but it’s certainly not 
just administrative.”’ 


END OF YEAR 

President Nguyen Van 
Thieu has said that he re 
quires all of the country to be 
under .government control by 
the end of the year. The 
redistricting is one way of 
achieving it—on paper. “df we 
can win this way in Paris,” 
another American said, “we'd 
be foolish to do otherwise.” 

No one yet knows how far 
the boundary changes will go: 
The president and the minis- 
try of the interior have told 
all 44 province chiefs to 
submit detailed plans ‘for

On the surface, both view- 
points make considerable 
sense. The one would reduce 
the welfare drain, while the 
other —would—go—a—tong way 
toward freeing hospitals, doc- 
tors and nurses of their 
overload, 

I don’t think, however, that 


we can afford to let. the- 


. seeming logic of these pro- 
posals dazzle us, Dr, McLure 
would give unto the state the 
highly dangerous right of 
eugenic selection. And what 
Dr. Vickery advocates is a 
refined and legalized form of 
murder.

Each doctrine raises this 
question, among others: just 
how much control can we 
safely allow the state over the 
lives. of those it governs?

The Royal Canadian Navy 
can stop worrying. Nanaime 
will defend it 

The Battle of the Atlantie 
will be a pale comparison 
after Nanaimo's ebulliant 
Mayor Frank Ney sends his 
renowned bathtub fleet out to 
sink the CPR, 

Well, not sink it exactly— 
make it backtrack. 
~The railw-a-y—compamy, 
which operates a Nanaimo- 
Vancouver ferry and other 
ships and railway barges out 
of Nanaimo's downtown har- 
prohibiting outsiders from 
using the company’s wharf. 
WHARF UNSAFE 


In a letter to the Nanaimo 
harbor commission, CPR said 
the wharf is urisafe for the 
general public and visiting 
ships will no longer be 
permitted to tie up there.

What will the $9 increase and 
the five year plan do for the 
city? 

City officials say it will 
permit them, to’ launch an 
orderly plan for the financing, 
construction and replacement of 
major public works programs 
over a pre-determined -five year 
period. 


The plan, - attributed with 
holding the Victoria mill rate at 
the same level for the past four 
years, can only come into being 
if approved by owner-electors. 

Under the five year plan, 
although all major work is 
approved on one vote, the 
program is reviewed annually in 
the light of possible changes in 
need or newly developed trends.

There 
isn't much we can do today 
without coming up against a 
regulation great or small 
imposed by government.at its 
various levels. 

But at least, we have been 
free of state attempts to 
improve the breed by decree- 
ing who shall conceive and 
who shal] not. & 

As an individual, I hold no 
brief for parents who neglect 
their children, or who run up 
far larger familes than they 
can support. We've been 
warned, too, of the perils of 
over-population to the point 
where living-space and food 
supply willbe insufficient. 

Surely, though, the answer 
in_each instance hes else- 
where than in the compulsion 
that Dr. McLure favors. 

Edueation, improved living 
conditions for those who bit- 
terly need them these 
methods, while unspectacular, 
are the ones that will eventu- 
ally turn up solutions.So are 
resource study and-improve- 
ment. : 

Increasingly, perhaps, an- 
other. method of matching 
population to resources may 
be the voluntary sterilization 
that Dr. McLure urges on 
over-fecund but nice people: 

But compulsory sterilization 
for those on whom society 
frowns or can provide no 
useful place is an invasion of 
human rights, and we’d be 
wise to regerd it as such.

This cannot be allowed to 
happen, thought~ ‘‘Admiral" 
Ney, the man who introduced 


the world's biggest, noisiest 
and smuggest annual bathtub 
race a few years ago, The 
race has brought Nanaimo 
fame throughout world capi- 
tals and plumbing suppliers. 

It can't happen because the 
visiting ships that use the 
wharf mest are the ships of 
the Royal Canadian Navy on 
their occasional stops there. 

If they can'i park at the 
CPR. wharf, the navy will 
have to go to the harbor’s 
assembly wharf where they 
would be prey to falling loads 
of lumber, busy freighters .and 
heaven knows what else, said 
Ney.
